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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

First quarter figures for 1972 indicate expansionary trends in all major sectors of the 
provincial economy. 

January to March cumulative figures show a 20% increase over 1971 in Alberta farmers 
cash receipts. At $201 million, total farm cash receipts were some $33 million higher than 
last year. In the field crop sector a large increase in receipts for wheat more than offset de- 
creases in receipts for oats, barley and rapeseed. Farm cash income from the livestock sec- 
tor, at $128.7 million, was $28.7 million higher than in the same period of 1971. 

In the manufacturing sector, sales of meat packing plants reached $138.6 million during 
the first quarter, an increase of 28% over 1971 sales. The total value of manufacturers ship- 
ments was $491.3 million, 12% above the 1971 figure. 

Coal production over the January - March 1972 period exceeded 2.5 million tons valued 
at $11.2 million. The comparable 1971 figures are 2,2 million tons and $10.3 million. Pro- 
duction of crude oil during the first two months of the year amounted to 82.3 million barrels 
valued at $239 million. Sales in Canada comprised 40%, and sales in the United States 60% of 
total production. The value of natural gas sales during January and February totalled $53 mil- 
lion, anincrease of 12% over the first two months of 1971. Sales of propane and butane showed 
increases of 30% and 34% respectively. 

The value of building permits issued during the first quarter of 1972 reached $113 mil- 
lion, anincrease of $13 million over the same period last year. Preliminary April figures in- 
dicate a further increase of $15 million. Dwelling starts in the province totalled 3, 369, only 
slightly lower than the high level attained during the same period in 1971. 

Preliminary January to March cumulative figures indicate that retail sales totalled 
$593.3 million in 1972 ascomparedto$513,4 million the previous year. Wholesale trade trends 
show a 16% increase during the quarter, with sales of groceries and meats experiencing the 
largest increase, 

The Calgary-Edmonton consumer price index increased 0.5% in the latest month. At 
132. Othe April1972 rate was 3.7% above that of April 1971. The overall increase in the latest 
month was mainly due to a 1. 2% advance in the food index. 

In April 1972 the provincial unemployment rate was 5, 2% as compared to 5. 9% twelve 


months earlier. An estimated 35,000 persons were unemployed out of a total labour force of 


677, 000.

MEMORANDA 
The wholesale value of farm implements and equipment (including repair parts) sold in 
Alberta during 1971 is estimated at $87.6 million, an increase of 39% over 1970. Sales of repair 
parts totalled $14.3 million during the year. Since 1966 sales of farm implements and equipment 


in the province have amounted to over $538 million. 


The 1971 Census of Agriculture counted 62,702 farms in Alberta, a decrease of 9.7% from 
69,411 in 1966. Over this period the area of farm land increased 1.1% to 49,506, 287 acres. A 
censusfarmis definedas an agricultural holding of one acre or more, selling farm products worth 


$50 or more in the year ended June 1. 


Production of wool in Alberta increased to 1,188,000 lbs. in 1971 from 1,065,000 lbs. the 
previousyear. The farm value decreased to $182,000 from $192,000 over the period due to a de- 


créeasen the price paid per pound: 


Alberta farmers net income (gross income minus operating and depreciation charges) is 
estimated at $298 million in 1971. This figure compares with the 1970 net income of $244.4 mil- 
lion and the 1969 figure of $279.6 million. 

Total full-time enrollment in Universities and colleges in Alberta was 31, 043 in the fall of 
the 1970-71 academic year. Ofthis total there were 25, 233 undergraduate students and 3,210 gra- 
duate students. Male students numbered 19,100 or 61.5% of total enrollment and female students 
11,943 or 38.5%. Of the full-time graduate students for whom citizenship information was avail- 
able, 42% were citizens of foreign countries; 29% of part time graduate students were citizens of 


countries other than Canada. 


There were 5, 641 bachelor and first professional degrees awarded by Alberta Universities 
in the 1970-71 academic year, 686 masters degrees, and 207 doctorate degrees, Of the total num- 
ber of undergraduates 3, 331 were male and 2,310 were female. In the masters and doctorate pro- 


grams, degrees were awarded to 740 male and 153 female graduates.

During the 1970-71 academic year approximately 30% of master degree candidates attending Universities 
in Western Canada were non-Canadian citizens. The proportion of Canadian/non-Canadian students varied among disci- 
plines, from 86% in Education to 55% in Engineering and applied sciences. 

At the Ph. D. level the total Canadian citizen participation was 50%; Canadian citizens accounted for 73% 
of the doctoral candidates in Education, whereas in Engineering 38% of students enrolled in the doctoral program were

Capital outlays by manufacturing firms in Alberta are expected to rise by almost 21% dur- 
ing 1972. This increase is probably attributable to large expenditures in the petroleum refining and 
the wood pulp industries. Planned expenditures by manufacturing firms in the Calgary and Edmonton 
metropolitan areas show a decrease compared to the previous year; investment programs of manu- 
facturers in these two areas comprise about 42% of the provincial total as compared to 53% in 1971. 

Expenditures on housing are expected to rise by 3.7% in 1972. Expenditures, in*1071 were 
almost 30% higher than in 1970. Planned outlays in the services producing sector (utilities; trade, 
finance and commercial services; and institutional services and government departments) show a 
moderate increase of 6.3% over last year. 

The investment plans for 1972 as outlined were reported at a time when an unusually high 
degree of uncertainty faced the business community. Some of the uncertainty has since been resolved 


which may have an expansionary effect on investment programs actually to be undertaken during the 


year.
